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FUN SHOW EXHIBIT COMMITTEE REPORT — 1982 


This was an outstanding year for 
exhibits, with 84 cases of Numismatic 
material filling a room. The coverage 
ranged from ancient to modern. Surpris- 
ingly, four cases of gold coins were dis- 
played. Exhibits illustrated the MS coin 
grading to supplement the educational 
program. U.S. coin displays were excel- 
lent. Paper money was well covered. 
U.S. fractional currency, Confederate 
notes, and experimental U.S. Notes (R, 
S, X, Y, and Z) evoked considerable in- 
terest. Medals and tokens covered a 
wide range. Communication tokens, 
Armed Forces decorations, Buck Island 
tokens, GAR ribbons, love tokens, reli- 
gious medallions, Florida lumber tokens, 
1876 Centennial wood medallions and 
medals, and autographs of astronauts 
who walked on the moon all attracted 
the eye. 

Foreign coin displays were outstand- 
ing. British sovereigns, Chinese chop 
marks, Canadian commems, world coins 
of 1873, and Hawaiian coins all en- 
hanced the scope of Numismatics. The 
general or specialized field was very in- 
teresting. These exhibits included Hobo 
nickels, banking houses of L. H. Hersh- 
field, ANA souvenir sheets, ANA infor- 
mation, and counter-stamped Stone 
Mountain halves, as well as old coin 
books. The Junior Exhibits were superb 
and could have given the Seniors a run 
for their money. This is an indication of 
the magnitude and scope of the displays 
and by no means is a full coverage of 
the 1982 exhibits.

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MORGAN DOLLAR MARKET OUTLOOK FOR 1982 


By Randy Campbell

The popularity of those “‘T’’-shirts which say “I Survived the 1981 Coin Market” 
(they were a complete sell-out at the FUN Show) would lead the casual observer to 
assume that 1981 was a sheer catastrophe for those in the coin business. 


REVIEW OF 1981 


To be sure, many of the larger coin firms suffered major losses in 1981. Staff lay- 
offs over 50% were not unusual. Many investors also “took it on the chin” as some 
expensive type coins registered major declines in 1981. 

Yet, for those who purchased common and semi-common Morgan Dollars in MS 
65 or better condition, 1981 was NOT a bad year. In fact, it was a reasonably good 
year for those who invested in the following dates in strict MS 65:

Note that these are not rare or exotic dates. In fact, eight of the above twelve 
dates were available in quantity on both the 1981 and 1982 FUN Conventions. 
I hope you took advantage of the situation! 

Common and semi-common Morgans in MS-65 prooflike condition also did well 
in 1981. The following dates, in particular, made strong gains in choice prooflike 
condition: 1878-S, 1882-S, 1888-P, 1889-P, 1898-0, 1900-P and 0, 1902-0 and 
1921-P which, as a group, rose by about 50% in 1981. 

However, 1981 was NOT a good year for the expensive dates in the Morgan series. 
Two prime examples are the rare 1893-S, choice B.U., down from $62,000 to 
$55,000, and the 1895-Proof, down from $35,000 to only $25,000! 

MS-60 and MS-63 dollars were also generally lower in December than they were in 
January. Most losses were in the 10% to 40% range for these average uncirculated 
Morgan dollars. At year’s end, demand for MS-60 dollars at Teletype “Bid” was 
virtually non-existent. 


LOOKING AHEAD TO 1982 


Based on my recent discussions with some major silver dollar dealers, plus my 
experiences at recent coin shows, the following constitutes my “gut” feeling for the 
1982 Morgan Dollar market.

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MORE LOSSES FOR 
EXPENSIVE DATES 


There is practically no interest at all 
for many MS-65 dollars in the “‘high 
rent district.” Dates like 1892-0 
($3,000), 1893-0 ($18,000), 1895-S 
($5,500), and 1903-S ($7,750) are, 
simply, not saleable at today’s prices. 
Even superb Gem MS-67 specimens of 
the rare dates are hard-pressed to bring 
MS-65 ‘“‘Bid’’ prices (although a pheno- 
menal 1892-S Gem recently brought 
well over “‘Bid’”’ at auction). As a result 
of this negative attitude, you can expect 
to see some additional losses for many 
of the “high-powered dates’? in 1982. 
Dates like 1883-S, 1886-0, 1898-S, 
1899-S, 1900-S, and 1902-S could also 
suffer during the next twelve months. 


MS-60 and MS-63 DOLLARS 
IN 1982 


Common and semi-common date MS- 
60 and MS-63 Morgan Dollars lost ap- 
proximately one-quarter to one-third of 
their value in 1981. This trend will NOT 
be repeated in 1982! Indeed, several 
knowledgeable dollar dealers, such as 
Wayne Miller, believe that the so-called 
*“MS-63 dollars” are a reasonably good 
buy for those collectors who cannot 
afford or cannot find Gem B.U. speci- 
mens of those dates they need for their 
collections. 

Dates like 1881-0, in frosty MS-63, 
are almost as good an investment at $55 
as are Choice B.U.’s at $400. A nice, 
frosty MS-63 1891-0, in my opinion, is 
as good a “‘buy”’ at $175 as is the elusive 


Buying? 
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fully-struck MS-65 at $3,000, especially 
since the average collector cannot afford 
a gem in these recessionary times. 

Check your various pricing guides 
and you will see that dates like 1879-0, 
1880-0, 1887-0, 1889-0, and 1891-P 
are available in MS-63 condition for 
huge discounts from the prevailing MS- 
65 prices. 

While MS-60 and MS-63 dollars will 
not “‘set the world on fire” in 1982, 
they will, in my view, do much better 
than they did last year. B.U. dollar rolls 
(which consist almost entirely of MS-60 
and MS-63 dollars) are predicted to 
move to higher levels by year’s end. So, 
in this respect, 1982 will be far different 
from 1981 as far as the Morgan Dollar 
market is concerned. 


DON’T FORGET THOSE 
“CIRC” DOLLARS 


With uncirculated Morgan Dollars 
headed for higher levels, it is this 
writer’s opinion that the dollar col- 
lector of the future will turn to Ex-F. 
and A.U. specimens in an effort to 
build a set of dollars. However, rapid 
price escalation is not expected during 
1982, so buyers of “‘circ’’ dollars can 
take their time and be choosy. 

Circulated dollars are currently “‘out 
of favor’? with most dealers and advi- 
sory newsletters. A negative attitude 
prevails. That’s fine! Those collectors 
operating on limited budgets should 
take advantage of this and consider 
purchasing the following circulated 
Morgan Dollars: 1879-0 (A.U.=$26),

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1880-0 (A.U.=$25), 1883-S (Ex.F.= 
$28), 1884-S (Ex.F.=$31), 1886-0 
(A.U.=$45), and 1889-0 (A.U.=$26). 
My six favorite dates in “‘circ” include 
the following: 1892-P (A.U.=$39), 
18920 (A.U=$42), 18940 (Ex.F= 
$30), 1896-S (Ex.F.=$90), 1901-P 
(Ex.F.=$43), and 1904-S (Ex.F.=$115). 

To reiterate, the short-term profit 
potential of circulated dollars is poor. 
Near term losses are possible. But to- 
day’s “bargain basement” prices, com- 
bined with dealers’ negative attitude, 
makes long-term investment in these 
dates a good bet for the wise collector 
who knows how elusive some of these 
dates are in properly graded Ex.F. and 
A.U. condition. “Salt away” a few 
Ex.F. 1901-P dollars at $40-$45 and let 
me know how you’ve done five years 
from now! 


BEST BETS IN MS-65 CONDITION 


For better or worse, MS-65 or better 
Morgan Dollars will remain the most 
eagerly pursued items for the foresee- 
able future. The infatuation with 
“quality” dollars is still the dominant 
force in the cartwheel marketplace. 

The following dates, in my view, 
should do very well in MS-65 or better 
condition in 1982: 
1878-CC (“Bid”=$175) — The vast ma- 
jority of B.U. specimens are badly bag- 
marked. “Clean cheek” ’78-CC’s are 
elusive. 

1878-S (“Bid’=$112) — This 
should top $130 by year’s end. 


date 
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1879-S, Reverse of ‘78 (“Bid’’-$240) — 
Pricewise, this is the most underpriced 
Morgan Dollar in gem condition! I am a 
buyer at well over “‘Graysheet’’ prices 
for true gems of this date. 


1881-S (“Bid’’=$87) — This is the last 
date in the series to top the $100 mark. 
MS-65 1881-S dollars could reach the 
$105-$115 level at year’s end. 


1882-S (“Bid’=$125) — Frosty gems 
are a prime investment at $125. 


1883-CC and 1884-CC (“Bid’=$100) — 
For the first time in history, these dates 
are priced where they belong! At least 
95% of the B.U. GSA 1883-CC and *84- 
CC’s appear to have been left on the 
runway at O’Hare International. Talk 
about scrapes and bagmarks — wow!! 
These dates, believe it or not, are 
seldom seen even at the major shows in 
quantity in full MS-65 condition. They 
are a solid investment at $100. 

1889-P (‘“Bid’=$300) — But it’s un- 
likely you'll find a full MS-65 example 
of this coin! If you do, buy it! 

1900-P (“Bid’=$240) — This represents 
another great buy at today’s price levels. 
1902-0 (“Bid’=$215) — I couldn't 
locate a single gem specimen at the FUN 
Show. The MS-65 1902-0 could top the 
$300 mark later this year. 


1904-0 (““Bid”=$165) — Flat strikes are 
the rule for this date. Despite what 
ANACS or anyone else says, frosty, 
relatively mark-free 1904-0 dollars are 
NOT worth MS-65 prices unless the coin 
has a strong strike.

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PROOFLIKES — YOUR BEST 
BUY IN 1982 


If you think that choice B.U.’s of the 
above-mentioned dates are difficult to 
locate, well, just try to find a gem proof- 
like! When you do find a gem P-L, the 
price tag may cause cardiac arrest to the 
unsuspecting! “‘Pardon me, is that the 
price of the coin or your social security 
number?” I asked one dealer! As an 
example, a cash offer of $2000 for a 
gem P-L 1889-P brought a polite ‘“‘No 
thank you” from a major Minnesota 
dollar dealer (that’s TRIPLE “Bid,” 
folks!). 

Virtually any date quoted at less 
than $1,000 on the weekly Coin Dealer 
Newsletter is a terrific investment in 
MS-65 deep mirror prooflike condition. 
Common dates, which traded at $175 a 
year ago, are now trading at about $250. 
This year, I expect a minium 20 to 30% 
increase, with larger increases due in 
1983 or 1984. 

The 1982 edition of Fight Inflation 
With Silver Dollars, by Les and Sue Fox, 
contains a special chapter on prooflikes 
written by yours truly. In addition to a 
date-by-date breakdown, the chapter 
also includes my prediction that gem 
common date prooflike dollars could 
reach the $500-$700 level by the end of 
1984. 

I still hold to that prediction, despite 
the overall coin market slump. By the 
end of 1984, common date gem P-L’s, 
such as 1878-S, 1882-S, 1885-P, and 
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1902-0 will be trading at levels substan- 
tially higher than current “‘bid”’ prices. 


TWO BOOKS SURE TO STIMULATE 
THE DOLLAR MARKET 


Sometime within the next year or so, 
two classic books on silver dollars will 
be re-released with new updated infor- 
mation. The revised 1983 edition of 
Wayne Miller’s An Analysis of Morgan 
and Peace Dollars is, without a doubt, 
the most eagerly anticipated book ever 
written on silver dollars. Likewise, the 
legendary Van Allen-Mallis Comprehen- 
sive Catalog and Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Morgan and Peace Dollars is due to have 
its new edition released within a year. 

These two books together should 
have a stimulating effect on the silver 
dollar market. This effect should be 
most noticeable during the last half of 
1982 as publication dates draw near. In 
fact, wise dollar dealers are selectively 
looking for gem dollars now, in anticipa- 
tion of these two books which, com- 
bined, will doubtless create renewed in- 
terest in the silver dollar market. 

In conclusion, 1982 offers the dollar 
collector/investor some real chances for 
fun and profit. Remember, you usually 
get your best bargains in a ‘“‘down” mar- 
ket, so act accordingly! 

I hope many of you will stop by my 
table for a chat at the 6th Annual 
Greater Palm Beaches Coin Show and 
Auction, at the Palm Beach Gardens 
Holiday Inn, March 20-21.

MINT POLICIES REGARDING 
PRIVATE MINTS AND BUREAU’S 
MAILING LIST 

Mrs. Donna Pope, Director of the 
U.S. Mint, stated that the Bureau of 
the Mint has received many inquiries 
from consumers concerning various pri- 
vate businesses offering coins for sale 
to the public. Consumers have raised 
questions as to the relationship between 
these companies, the U.S. government, 
and the source of the coins being sold. 
Mrs. Pope stated that these private con- 
cerns are not in any way affiliated with 
the U.S. Mint. The coins, no doubt, 
have been procured on the open market. 
She suggests that to determine if a pro- 
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duct is being offered by the Mint, one 
should look for the wording ‘“‘Bureau of 
the Mint” on ordering materials. 

The Director further indicates that 
inquires have also raised questions con- 
cerning the Bureau’s use of its mailing 
list. The Bureau does not provide its 
mailing list to any individual or concern. 
The list is protected from disclosure by 
provisions of the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act (5 USC 552(b) (6) ). The FOIA 
permits an agency not to disclose 
material which ‘“‘would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy.” It is the Mint’s long standing 
and firm practice to invoke this exemp- 
tion whenever the mailing list is sought.

*““CASHING IN ON COINS — MINT TOPIC AT SHOW”’

Compared to the prices fetched dur- 
ing the mad rush of 1979-80, gold is 
cold. Silver is lukewarm. 

But, perfectly struck, scarce and lus- 
trous coins — the bedrock of serious 
collecting — are lava hot. And pennies 
could become the collectible of to- 
morrow. 

That’s what the experts were saying 
Saturday on the last day of one of the 
nation’s major coin shows, the 27th 
Annual Florida United Numismatic Inc. 
Convention. 

Although the bright market for coins 
of two years ago has dulled somewhat, 
the weeklong show attracted more than 
7,500 registered visitors. It also hosted 
355 dealers who transformed two huge 
convention halls of the Orlando Shera- 
ton Twin Towers into a Fort Knox 
setting. 

With an estimated $250 million in 
money lying about in the open, includ- 
ing a few individual coins valued in the 
five-figure range, security for the con- 
vention was also as tight as Fort Knox. 

Buying and selling was frantic. But 
there were also literal signs that the 
euphoric sales of 1979-80 — when gold 
hovered around $875 an ounce and 
silver soared to $52 — are truly over. 

‘We Are Here To Sell — No Reason- 
able Offer Refused,” read a sign posted 
above Harold Charney’s booth. 

“We're very frank about what we 
do,” said Charney, who owns a coin 
shop in Woonsocket, R.1. 

“The show’s been very good so far, 
both for the dealers and the public. But 
it’s not what it was. People are plunking 
down $20s instead of $100s now. When 
times get a little tight, people buy the 
less expensive items.” 

Charney said he didn’t even bother 
to attend the 1980 Convention when 
business was booming and everyone, it 
seemed, either rushed to invest in coins 
or sell them at hefty profits. 

“During the gold and silver rush, it 


didn’t pay to close and come down 
here,” he said. “I had hundreds of 
people lined up around the block to get 
in my store.” 

Most sales at the convention involved 
American coins, with half dollars and 
Morgan dollars selling best. Dealers said 
sale prices ranged from $50 to $2,000. 
But there was also $50,000 paid for a 
nearly one-of-a-kind 1849 Charlotte 
gold dollar auctioned at the convention 
Friday night. 

The auction, conducted by New Eng- 
land Rare Coin Galleries, featured two 
private collections filled with silver and 
gold coins, with individual coins valued 
at up to $60,000. 

“The market is down in the sense 
that all coins escalated quite rapidly in 
1979-80,” said Paul V. Battaglia, a pro- 
fessional numismatist who works for the 
Boston-based firm. 

‘But it’s a good, strong market. The 
coin market moves in cycles and after 
each cycle it takes a breather and prices 
level,”’ he added. 

According to Battaglia, coins remain 
a good investment that can only in- 
crease in value. The reason, he said, is 
that the number of collectors and 
dealers is increasing rapidly, but the 
number of high-grade collectible coins 
remains the same. 

“It’s simple supply and demand,” he 
said. “Of all the coins minted, only one 
to two percent are in collector condi- 
tion. The rest is of little or no value. 

“I’ve seen common coins go for as 
low as $5 — pocket change. Other coins, 
the rare, choice ones, will go for a life- 
time’s pay.” 

Robert L. Hendershott, one of the 
founders of the annual coin convention, 
agrees. ““We’re seeing more and more 
people getting into it,’ he said. “And 
there are always new coins to collect. 
I think that as the government begins 
lowering the copper content in pennies 
and increasing the zinc content, you'll 
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see people collecting them too.” 

One of those people “getting into it” 
Saturday was 12-year-old Ronald Bur- 
kard, who said this was his first coin 
show. Among Burkard’s coins are a 
Cuban silver piece and a Saint Gaudens 
$20 gold coin that sells for between 
$500 and $220,000. 

But he said he also collects pennies 
“because I have a feeling they’re going 
to go off the market and I just like them. 
And maybe when I get older in five or 
six years, they’ll be worth some money.”

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The Wheele 


Goes Round 
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Only one example of Dr. Samuel Higley’s “The Wheele Goes Round” copper coin is 
known to have survived. Struck at the doctor’s private mint near Hartford, Ct., this 


example recently sold for $75,000. 


Dr. Samuel Higley was an unusual 
man, even for a doctor of his day. He 
was equally at home with an anvil and 
hammer as he was with a scalpel and 
prescription. Although Higley had his 
medical degree from Yale, he was a 
practicing blacksmith. 

Higley lived and practiced in a small 
town north of Hartford, Connecticut, 
called Granby. In’ 1728 he speculated in 
land within the shadows of Peak Moun- 
tain. Having dabbed in metallurgy, he 
suspected the area to have great mining 
potential. Within a year he was export- 
ing copper to England. 

The average man would have been 
satisfied with any one of Higley’s three 
occupations — successful mine owner 
and operator, experienced blacksmith, 
busy physician and general practitioner. 
But Dr. Samuel Higley was no ordinary 
man. He knew his ore was going to Eng- 
land, with some of it being fashioned 
into the copper coinage of the day. Why 
not, he reasoned, make his own money 
right there in Granby? Using his black- 
smithing equipment and ore from his 
own mine, Higley hammered out his 
first coins. On them he placed a value of 
three pence, but local merchants chal- 
lenged him. His coins were the size of 
the circulating half pence and he 
claimed a value six times as great. His 
response to his critics was to change the 
denomination to read, ‘““Value me as 
you please.” Nor could he resist adding, 


“Tam good copper.” 

The Connecticut doctor produced 
other coin designs and varieties. On one 
he depicted an axe and placed around it 
the words, “I cut my way through.” 
Hopefully, Higley was not referring to 
his medical practice. The most unique 
of all his coins was one that bore the 
picture of a wheel. Quite profoundly, he 
added the statement, “The wheele goes 
round.”’ Only a single specimen of this 
coin is known to have survived the more 
than 200 years since it was first struck. 
A 1737 example was sold a year ago 
from a collection belonging to Johns 
Hopkins University by the firm of 
Bowers and Ruddy of Los Angeles. The 
coin brought a nice $75,000! 

It is not known how many coins Dr. 
Higley made. No more than a dozen 
examples of each of his other coin de- 
signs have survived, although they are 
known to have circulated widely around 
the Granby area for many years. Ironic- 
ally, the quality of the copper contri- 
buted to their disappearance from circu- 
lation. The words, “I am good copper” 
proved to be very true. Higley’s coins 
were highly valued and sought after, 
but not by his neighbors who had 
accepted them in change. Contemporary 
goldsmiths found the high-grade copper 
a desirable alloy for their gold. His- 
torians believe that this accounts for the 
scarcity of Higley’s coins today.

The consensus top-rated investment for 
1982 was the MS-65 Franklin Half, es- 
pecially those issues from 1948 to 1959 
with full bell lines.

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GRESHAM’S LAW — AND HOW TO FIGURE SILVER VALUE 


So many questions have been coming 
into the offices of Krause Publications 
Inc. concerning the melt value of world- 
wide silver coins that we’ve decided to 
devote a bit of editorial space to telling 
readers how to determine the bullion 
value of world silver coins. 

Staffer Jim Vaughan has been work- 
ing for the past six weeks on three full- 
page charts of silver values of common 
world coins, and these will be presented 
in next week’s issue of World Coin News 
— our first-ever Special Silver Edition. 
Jim is a very flexible researcher, which 
is handy in these days of wildly gyrating 
silver prices. (He’s had to remake the 
series of charts several times as silver 
kept rising, and rising, then more re- 
cently, falling and rising. 

The charts which readers may detach 
from the paper next week as “‘keepers” 
now cover the range of prices from $30 
to $60 per troy ounce — a judgment call 
moderated by at least four false starts! 

Here are Jim’s instructions to tell 
readers how to determine the silver 
value of any world coin. (The charts 
next week cover only about 168 of the 
most available coins.) 

Incidentally, the next (1981) edition 
of the Standard Catalog of World Coins, 
due out in midsummer, will contain 
much detail on gross weights and fine- 
nesses of metal on the majority of the 
modern coins of the world — a Hercu- 
lean task which has been occupying 
much of the cataloguing staffs atten- 
tion of late. 


DETERMINING THE BULLION 
VALUE OF COINS 


First, the collector must know three 


pieces of information before he can 
determine the bullion value of a silver or 
gold coin — the gross weight of the coin, 
the fineness of the precious metal it 
contains, and the spot price that day of 
silver or gold bullion. 


As an example we will use the com- 
mon West Germany 5-mark coin minted 
between 1951 and 1974, Y-112. The 
coin weighs 11.2 grams and has a fine- 
ness of silver of .625. Assuming the spot 
price of silver today is $34.50 a troy 
ounce, our calculations would appear as 
follows: 11.2 times .625, the result 
divided by 31.1 = .225; .225 times 
34.50 = $7.76 (the actual bullion value). 

As can be seen from the above equa- 
tion, we took the gross weight of the 
coin, multiplied it by the fineness to 
determine the fine silver weight of the 
coin. Then we divided that by 31.1 (the 
number of metric grams in a troy 
ounce), and came up with .225 — that 
fraction of an ounce of silver the coin 
contains. 

We then took the .225 and multi- 
plied it by the day’s spot price of silver 
to attain $7.76, the melt value of the 
silver in the coin. (This coin’s face value, 
incidentally, is just under $3, so readers 
will fully understand why it no longer 
circulates as a coin — Gresham’s Law 
about bad money driving the good out 
of circulation never having been re- 
pealed.) 

Readers may consult coin catalogs or 
world mint reports for much of the data 
they need, or they may weigh the coins 
themselves. (CAUTION: Do not use 
scales such as postal scales which give 
weights in avoirdupois ounces, unless 
you convert these to troy ounces — the 
troy ounce is much heavier.)

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EVERYTHING I SHOULD HAVE KNOWN 
ABOUT BUYING COINS 
(Continued from last issue of FUN-Topics) 


By Walter G. Mullins 


RULE NO. 5S: 
Find Out What You Want 
To Buy Looks Like 


This may sound like it’s time for you 
to learn to grade coins. No, I’m not go- 
ing to suggest you wait that long before 
you make your first purchase. Learning 
to grade coins takes far longer than 60 
days. Nevertheless, this is as good a 
place as any for me to give you some 
facts about grading and some of my 
own thoughts. First, as you may know, 
a numerical system is used to designate 


the condition of coins. In addition, a 
descriptive word or two usually follows 
the numbers. 

Recently, the American Numismatic 
Association (ANA) revised its grading 
terminology, and many dealers do not 
fully adhere to the new designations. 
Thus, for uncirculated and minimally 
circulated coins, you may face at least 
three basic sets of terminology: 


ANA MANY DEALERS SOME DEALERS

*MS is the abbreviation for Mint State and refers only to uncirculated coins. 
** AU is the abbreviation for About Uncirculated. 


While the pattern may vary from 
dealer to dealer, I believe in most cases 
60+ is meant to correspond to MS 63 
and 65+ to MS 67. Similarly, 60/65 
usually equates to MS 63 and 65/70 to 
MS 67. However, in some cases, usually 
so stated by the dealer, 60/65 and 65/ 
70 may be used to indicate a different 
grade for each side of the coin; for 
example, that the Obverse (heads) is 
MS 60 and the Reverse (tails) is MS 65. 

(And while those numbers may be 
confusing enough, you will also see 
coins advertised in such grades as MS 
62, MS 66, MS 68, and the like.) 

As if the numbers weren’t difficult 
enough, you'll also have to grapple with 
the adjectives many dealers use to des- 
cribe their offerings. You will see ““Gem 
Fantastic,” “Superb Unimprovable,” “A 
Real Screamer,” and many more. Now I 
like to see a coin fully described, but 


“‘Mindbender’”’ is a bit vague to me. The 
buyer assumes the appellation refers to 
the strike, luster, and surfaces of the 
coin, but for all he really knows, the 
only thing ‘“mindbending” about the 
coin is its price. 

So don’t let yourself get carried away 
by such nebulous descriptive words. 
After all, you are paying for a coin, not 
the dealer’s literary skill. 

Happily, as confounding as grading 
terminology has become, it won’t be a 
bother to you for long, particularly if 
you select your dealers carefully. And 
I’m going to show you how to do that. 

(I am going to mention briefly the 
subject of proof and prooflike coins. 
Proofs are specially struck coins that are 
intended to be faultless examples of 
their business strike cousins. Proof 
coins are produced by the mint to be 
sold to collectors and investors, and 
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none are released into circulation. A 
proof coin is, in terms of luster, sur- 
faces, and quality of strike, meant to be 
a perfect specimen. 

**Prooflike”’ coins exist in some series, 
particularly silver dollars. However, they 
are business strikes, not proof coins. 
Prooflikes have mirrored reflective sur- 
faces and they are harder to locate and 
more expensive than non-prooflike 
specimens. The ultimate prooflike is a 
“cameo.” Here, the fields of the coin 
are reflective but not the devices. A 
cameo prooflike is truly a work of art. 

I only touch on these coins since if 
proofs or prooflikes interest you, you'll 
read about them in far greater depth 
than I’m able to go into here.) 

Now, just what is it those numbers 
and adjectives are telling you about? 
Essentially, three things: the coin’s sur- 
face, its strike, and its luster. (Another 
consideration is color (toning), though 
technically it is not an element of 
grading.) 

SURFACE. An uncirculated (Mint 
State) coin has no wear. It is that 
simple. A coin advertised as “Brilliant 
Uncirculated - slight rub” is not an un- 
circulated coin. 

Of course, uncirculated coins (unless 
they are proofs) have bagmarks. Bag- 
marks are surface impairments usually 
caused by the coins impacting one 
another in the canvas bags in which they 
left the mint. The number and place- 
ment of bagmarks greatly affect the 
grading of a coin. If bagmarks are heavy 
(deep and/or numerous) or otherwise 
significantly detract from the coin’s 
appearance (such as a harsh gash across 
one of the principal features on the 
coin), the coin can likely receive no 
more than the lowest uncirculated grade 
- MS 60, Typical. (A heavily bagmarked 
coin, even if technically uncirculated, 
should not be purchased as a mint state 
coin; it will be too difficult to resell as 
uncirculated.) Fewer bagmarks may per- 
mit a Select Uncirculated grade, MS 63, 
and virtually no bagmarks may lead to a 
Choice, MS 65, or even Gem, MS 67 
designation. (Bear in mind, of course, 
that bagmarks are but one of the criteria 
by which coins are graded and sold.) 
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These grading terms, by the way, are 
ANA’s most recent pronouncement, as 
previously discussed. 


STRIKE. Strike and surface need to 
be discussed together in many respects. 
A fully struck uncirculated coin reveals 
all the details (wreath, feathers, hair, 
etc.) that the designer intended it to 
show. These details may be lacking for 
one or both of two reasons. First, they 
were never there; that is, the coin was 
not struck well to begin with. Such a 
coin can be uncirculated, but the less 
full the strike, the lower the mint state 
number it should carry. Second, a coin 
can lose the detail it once had through 
circulation. It is sometimes difficult to 
distinguish between a poor strike and 
wear. But, as stated above, it is very im- 
portant to learn to do so because a coin 
with wear, however slight, is NOT an 
uncirculated coin. You will no doubt 
have numerous opportunities to pur- 
chase ‘“uncirculated - weak strike” 
specimens that, in fact, have been mini- 
mally circulated. Until you have learned 
to make the distinction, don’t buy these 
coins. 

LUSTER. The luster of an uncircul- 
ated coin is a bit difficult to define in 
words. Suffice to say, a coin with full 
mint luster is Justerous — it shines, it 
glistens, it has a glossy, reflective sheen. 
It is bright. It looks brand new. Any- 
thing less (unless toned), and it is likely 
a circulated coin. Look at a new cent 
fresh from the bank. That’s mint luster. 


TONING. Over a long period of years, 
coins may become naturally toned 
(actually, tarnished). Toning is caused 
by the chemical combination of the 
coin metal with another element such as 
sulfer or oxygen. Many toned coins are 
quite lovely and are prized by many col- 
lectors. Unfortunately, a large number 
of coins are “‘toned’”’ in a matter of 
hours or days by artificial means to hide 
a poor strike, wear, or lost luster. 
Natural toning, however, is a very thin 
film on the surface of the coin, and nor- 
mally the luster, strike, and wear (if 
any) can readily be seen beneath it. 

Toning is more a matter of prefer-

ence than of grading. Artificial toning 
will become easier for you to spot as 
time goes by. It often (though not 
always) has a thicker, duller appearance 
than the toning which nature provides 
and may look grainy. It might be just as 
well that you avoid toned coins initially. 
You will read in other publications 
that grading is a subjective matter and 
that many times two competent dealers 
will disagree on the correct designation 
for a particular coin. I believe this is 
true, but only to a degree. Thus, while 
one of two skilled dealers might well 
grade a coin MS 65 and the other call it 
MS 63, I think it would be far less usual 
for the one to grade the coin MS 65 and 
the other to see the coin as MS 60. My 
point, then, is that among competent 
dealers (and collectors) grading should 
either agree ot be very close to agree- 
ment. It is unfortunate for us collectors 
that grading is not completely objective, 
since paying the 65 price for a 63 coin 
can easily cost us money when we get 
ready to sell. However, facts are facts, 
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and it is a fact that even highly regarded 
dealers sometimes differ on the grading 
of a particular specimen. 

On the other side of the coin, as it 
were, are those dealers who consciously 
misgrade coins as a matter of practice. 
These are the people who make a living 
selling MS 60 coins as 65s, and About 
Uncirculated as mint state. And often 
make huge profits as a result. I regret 
to say there seems to be a large number 
of dealers in this category. 

Of course, there are some people 
selling coins who simply don’t know 
how to grade. While their motives may 
be pure, you can lose just as much 
money buying from them as from a dis- 
honest dealer. 

In the final analysis, then, you must 
eventually learn to grade coins by the 
standards of the most competent people 
in Numismatics, be they dealers or 
fellow collectors. Until you are able to 
do this, you must know how to avoid 
those myriad dealers who consciously or 
otherwise sell improperly graded coins.

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For present purposes, it will help you 
to have a good idea of just what the 
coins in the grade you want should 
actually look like. | know that what 
follows may sound like grading, but it 
isn’t. It’s more of a warm-up or “‘pseudo- 
grading’ to acquaint you with the real 
thing. You'll certainly learn some 
aspects of grading from the exercise but, 
most important, you'll become aware of 
its many subtleties. 

The second book you bought, the 
specialized one, will no doubt have 
photographs of your coin in different 
grades. In addition, the accompanying 
text will probably discuss the coin’s 
grading in conjunction with the pictures. 
Study this well; it is valuable. 

Next, there are six to eight large 
Numismatic companies in this country 
which frequently publish lavish catalogs 
containing many photos, often in color, 
of coins they are offering at auction or 
for direct sale. You should invest $35 or 
so to get on the mailing list of two or 
three of these firms. Also, if you can 
buy out-of-date issues of their auction 
catalogs at a discount (they are some- 
times available), then do so. Carefully 
study the pictures and descriptions of 
the coins. If a coin is described as having 
a particularly full strike, then compare 
its photo with that of a coin which is 
said to be, for instance, “choice, but not 
quite fully struck.” Do you see the 
difference? It is there, and it is im- 
portant. 

Also, you can learn from these cata- 
logs certain aspects of grading which are 
peculiar to the coin you are going to 
collect. For example, suppose a Walking 
Liberty Half is described as “*. . . an ex- 
ceptional example in that the head and 
hand are full and the skirt lines com- 
plete.’ You know, then, that these are 
three characteristics that go far in differ- 
entiating between the typical and the 
gem specimens. This is the sort of 
knowledge you need. 

Spend considerable time in these 
studies. And as you do, keep reminding 
yourself that the difference between a 
coin of one grade and a coin of a higher 
grade may seem small in appearance, 
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but it is big in price. To your inexperi- 
enced eye an MS 60 coin may look 
great, but if you pay an MS 65 price for 
it, it becomes a terrible-looking piece of 
junk. The importance of your buying 
properly-graded coins from the very be- 
ginning just cannot be overemphasized. 

By the way, for those of you who 
could not locate a book dealing with 
your coin, here’s an idea. Check the 
price of a proof coin. As stated earlier, 
proofs are specially struck, virtually per- 
fect specimens, and since coins not yet 
analyzed in a book are by and large of 
more recent origin, a proof is usually in- 
expensive. The proof specimen will 
reveal to you what the strike of your 
coin was meant to be, exquisitely clean 
surfaces and wondrous luster. Bear in 
mind, of course, that unless you collect 
proofs, the business strike coins you 
buy will never be as nice. You will, how- 
ever, be able to better gauge their 
quality by viewing them vis-a-vis the 
proof example. 


RULE NO. 6: 
Your First Purchase 


Now we’re down to it. You have 
been patient and have yet to buy a coin. 
You have, however, subscribed to Coin 
World or Numismatic News, studied the 
Red Book, and selected the coin you'll 
collect. You’ve read a book devoted to 
your selection, carefully perused several 
Numismatic catalogs, and visited coin 
shops and a show or two. It is time. 

There are literally a thousand coin 
dealers out there just yearning to sell 
you some coins. Out of that multitude 
there are a few who not only want your 
money but also want to sell you coins in 
precisely the grade you desire. How do 
you know which dealers are in the latter 
group? 

For your “‘first purchase” coins, the 
best advice I can give is this: Think back 
to all those ads and stories you’ve been 
reading in your coin publication. Which 
firms have most impressed you? Which 
appear to be the most professional? 
Which have been the subject of articles? 
Which seem most involved in furthering 
the Numismatic (as opposed to the in- 
vestment) aspect of the hobby? I sus- 
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pect several firms will come to mind, 
and each will meet all or almost all of 
the following criteria: 

It is a large, national-in-scope firm 
which advertises prominently and fre- 
quently. It distributes to its customers 
professionally-prepared catalogs which 
dsicuss Numismatic topics as well as 
offer coins for sale. The firm provides a 
large number of services, including a 
minimum 15-day return privilege. The 
company may promise to buy back 
coins at the same grade they were pur- 
chased and, more often than not, the 
firm has been chosen to handle an ANA 
auction during the past four or five 
years. (Quite likely these are the same 
dealers from whom you ordered the 
catalogs discussed earlier.) It is from 
among these relatively few firms that 
you should select your first dealers. 

All right, now you have a small 
group of dealers in mind. The next 
issues are how many coins to purchase 
and how to place the order. Since, as 
will be explained below, you are going 
to verify the grading of these coins, 
here is my suggestion: Four coins is a 
good initial order, and I wouldn’t re- 
commend more than that regardless. 
Two or three will do if that’s all you 
can afford. Now, if you are buying four 
coins, order one from each of four of 
the dealers you have selected. Three 
coins, three dealers. Spreading your 
purchase gives you the opportunity to 
check out several firms at once. 

Some final points. Order your first 
coins through the mail (so you'll have 
the return privilege), and place your 
order so that you will receive the coins 
a few days before the start of a decent 
coin show you can attend. By the way, 
if you use a money order, you should 
receive your coins in no more than 7 or 
8 days; if you send a personal check, 
you'll probably have to wait a couple of 
weeks for it to clear your bank. Finally, 
on the chance that one or more coins 
may have to be returned, leave them all 
in the holders they came in until you 
have “‘tested’”’ them, as set forth in my 
article in the next issue of FUN-Topics.

OUTLAW MONEY 


By R. Winston Harris 


The Old West is rich in its legend 
about outlaws, fast guns, and robberies 
of all sorts. A part of that history con- 
cerns the activities of a gang of desper- 
adoes led by Butch Cassidy . . . which 
later became known as the “Wild 
Bunch.”’ Kid Curry, Bill Carver, Matt 
Warner, and Ben Kilpatrick were 
among the gang’s more notable mem- 
bers. Cassidy began robbing banks 
throughout the Old West around 1889 
... leading his gang through more than 
ten western states in pursuit of easy 
money. At one point, Cassidy’s gang 
grew to more than 40 members . 
every one of ’em looking for any kind 
of cash they could get their hands on. 
Like National Bank Notes!

National Bank Notes were the most 
widely circulating form of money 
throughout the West in the later 19th 
century. They were huge bills . . . ap- 
propriately dubbed “‘horseblankets” in 
recognition of their large size. These 
notes were drawn on _ chartered 
national banks and were most often 
hand-signed to give them a measure of 
acceptability. Generally, the president 
and chief cashier of the issuing bank 
signed them . . . literally creating 
money desperately needed for the 
building of the West. Local people, 
recognizing the names of the signing 
parties, accepted the National Bank 
Notes equally alongside gold or silver 
coins. Continued Page 74 
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Cassidy’s “Wild Bunch” built its 
reputation primarily by robbing banks 
in innovative ways .. . often depend- 
ing on their numbers for added 
security. However, the age of inven- 
tion began to take a steady toll on 
outlaws toward the end of the 19th 
century. The wide use of the tele- 
phone sped communications and 
thinned the ranks of bank robbers 
specifically. Therefore, Butch Cassidy 
decided in 1900 to redirect his skills 
toward the robbing of railroads. It was 
this decision which ultimately led to 
our famous desperado’s link with 
Numismatic history. 

On July 3, 1901, at 2:20 P.M., 
Cassidy and Sundance Kid joined 
forces to hold up a Great Northern Ex- 
press train near Butte, Montana. The 
robbery took place away from town 
and the local sheriff. During the rob- 
bery, three train passengers were 
wounded; fortunately, none seriously. 

The bold outlaws quickly rode off 
with some $83,000 in stolen money, 
of which approximately $40,000 was 
in Montana National Bank Notes... 
drawn on the National Bank of Mon- 
tana and the American National Bank 
. . . both located in Helena. A huge 
posse was immediately formed and a 
$5,000 reward posted. The posse was 
determined to capture the ‘Wild 
Bunch” once and for all. However, the 
slippery bandits successfully escaped 
into the Badlands. 

Once Butch and Sundance were 
free, they looked their loot over and 
were at first quite disappointed. It 
happened that much of the loot was in 
the form of worthless currency in un- 
cut sheets and unsigned by the local 
bank authorities. This proved to be a 
small obstacle to our famous des- 
peradoes. So they probably sat by 
their fire that first night and hand-cut 
the sheets. Then they began to sign the 
notes into Numismatic history. Butch 
signed as “Thomas B. Hill,” President 
. . . With Sundance signing as “John R. 
Smith,” Cashier. Fortunately, these 
signatures qualify the notes as “‘for- 
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geries” rather than “counterfeits” . . . 
which makes them perfectly legal to 
own and safe from Federal laws of 
confiscation. The writer believes many 
of these notes are still out West .. . 
probably passed down from father to 
son, etc., and may be held by you. 

You can own other mischievous 
money and be completely unaware of 
its criminal history. That’s possible be- 
cause the object of all “Racketeer 
Money” is to appear to be something it 
is not! Truly, ‘‘all that glitters is not 
gold.”’ The validity of this wise expres- 
sion is attested to by the following 
events which happened in the United 
States in 1883. In that year, the U.S. 
saw fit to introduce a new five-cent 
nickel piece. Its designer, Charles E. 
Barber, chose the now familiar “Liberty 
Head” design for the obverse (front) of 
the coin. On the reverse, Barber created 
a design which was destined to change 
the lives of saloon keepers across the 
country, and many others as things 
turned out. 


1883 Without CENTS 


For some unknown reason, Mr. 
Barber placed a large Roman numeral 
““V”’ on the reverse side of the coin... 
but omitted the word “‘cents” to iden- 
tify the coin’s denomination. Perhaps 
the reason was simply that Chuck Bar- 
ber, an honest man, had no idea of what 
men with lesser scruples could do with 
his new nickel. 

The coin was placed in circulation 
early in 1883, and within days those of 
shady character saw an opportunity for 
quick profit! Among them was a man 
by the name of Joshua Tatum, from the 
eastern United States. Immediately, 
Josh began buying up the new nickels 
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and gold-plating them. Then he traveled 
from town to town, frequenting local 
saloons and smokeshops. 

When a bartender served him his 
preference, Josh would hand the bar- 
tender one of his gold-plated nickels. 
The bartender, thinking the coin to be a 
new five-dollar gold piece, would give 
Josh change for $5.00! Then off Josh 
would go to the next saloon or smoke- 
shop, etc. Others engaged in the same 
shenanigans, particularly in the Old 
West where news of the gold-plated con- 
coctions was slow to travel. But Joshua 
Tatum was easily the king of coin flim- 
flam. 

After numerous complaints, Joshua 
Tatum was finally arrested and brought 
to trial. Some say he was acquitted be- 
cause he was a deaf mute and nobody 
could prove he claimed the nickels were 
$5.00 gold pieces. The actual ruling of 
the court that acquitted him stated, “It 
was not illegal to accept $4.95 in change 
as a gift and the clerks had defrauded 
themselves.”’ Perhaps this ruling proves 
better than any other that justice is 
truly blind. 

Soon thereafter, the government had 
Charles Barber add the word “‘cents” to 
the new nickel, and the problem was 
solved. Well, most of you have undoub- 
tedly heard the expression, “I’m just 
joshin’ ya!” For whatever it’s worth, 
Josh Tatum goes down in history as 
being the reason for that expression! 
(I’m not joshing ya’ . . . all that glitters 
isnot gold!)

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ALTERNATIVES TO UNCIRCULATED 
By Ray Herz 


INTRODUCTION 


When we began this series two years 
ago, the coin market was experiencing 
unprecedented price gains, especially in 
Choice B.U. coins. For the last 18 
months, the decline in bullion and rise 
in interest rates had forced many in- 
vestors to cash in their chips and switch 
to money market funds. We began this 
series to help the collector of middle 
‘income who didn’t have $500-$5000 
and up to spend on each coin. A great 
majority of knowledgeable collectors 
would spend $50 to $200 and put to- 
gether nice collections. Then and now, 
many high grade circulated coins are 
underpriced when their scarcity is com- 
pared to the Uncs. This series had been 
concerned with collecting and investing 
in the “next best” coins over a long 
period — never a quick-fix collection. 
We have presented challenges that 
would take years to complete but still 
be fairly affordable. What fun is it to 
grab some money and finish a project in 
six months? You would learn much 
more about the characteristics of a 
series if you spent five to ten YEARS 
putting it together. 

As we will see in this installment, the 
patient collector will have done just fine 
over the last few years (and in the 
future) by investing and collecting High 
Grade Alternatives and Uncirculated. 


WALKING LIBERTY 
HALF DOLLARS 


Weinman’s Walking Liberty Half Dollar. 


In January, 1916, Mint Director 
R. W. Wolley, who was tired of Charles 
Barber’s uninspiring dime, quarter, and 
half dollar, invited more than 50 sculp- 
tors from around the nation to submit 
designs for these subsidiary coins. After 
conferring with the Commission of Fine 
Arts, Wolley selected Hermon A. Mac- 
Neil’s design for the Standing Liberty 
Quarter (which was covered in our Nov. 
1980 issue) and Adolph A. Weinman 
received the double honor of having his 
designs selected for both the dime and 
the half dollar. The dime became known 
as the Mercury Dime, even though it 
featured Liberty wearing a cap of free- 
dom adorned with wings symbolizing 
freedom of thought. (We will cover the 
Mercury Dime Series in a future issue.) 
Weinman worked many months to 
achieve his final product. In the Half 
Dollar, especially, Weinman’s “freedom 
of thought” is most evident in a coin 
that is virtually unsurpassed in its 
beauty and wealth of allegorical mean- 
ing. (A short biography of Weinman will 
appear in the June issue of FUN-Topics. ) 


THE DESIGN: 
A STUDY IN MAGNIFICENCE 


Liberty, gracefully striding toward a 
new dawn, a new age. Crooked in her 
left arm are branches of laurel and oak, 
symbols of civil might and military 
glory. Adorning her head is the Phyrgian 
Cap, symbol since ancient times of free- 
dom. Her flowing gown is actually the 
Flag of the nation, the Stars and Stripes 
lightly blown by a fair wind to her back. 
The cape section is partially unfurled 
displaying many five-pointed stars. The 
stripes of white and red are easily cas- 
cading down the length of the dress to 
her sandaled feet. Her right arm is out- 
stretched in a gesture of bestowing her- 
self to all who come to her. Overhead, 
around the rim of the coin, is the word 
“Liberty.” 

Everything works for this design. 
Weinman spent months to arrive at a 
design that looks spontaneous, even to 
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the many ripples in the dress. Weinman 
probably used his neighbor, Mrs. Elsie 
Kachel Stevens (wife of poet Wallace 
Stevens) as the model; he had done a 
bust of her a few years earlier and her 
face is on the Mercury Dime. Weinman’s 
motif shows many similarities with the 
“Le Semeuse”’ (the Sower) design used 
on most French silver coins produced 
between 1897 and 1920 (see Fig. 2). 
These coins were designed by Oscar 
Roty and show Liberty walking (also 
very gracefully), carrying a bag of grain 
and sowing the seeds.

The Eagle: a magnificent, heavily 
feathered bird proudly struts toward 
the edge of a mountain-top crag, its 
broad wings unfolding, preparing for 
flight into a new age. Mint Director 
Wolley described the bird as “‘Fearless 
in spirit and conscious of his power.” 
(1916 Mint Director’s Report.) This is 
the most dynamic and powerful rendi- 
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tion of the national bird on any silver 
coin and clearly rivals St. Gauden’s 
Eagle in Flight on the $20 gold coin. In 
front of the eagle arising from a crevase 
in the rock is a sapling of mountain pine 
indicative of the natural bounty of the 
land. 

In the first few years (1916-1919), 
the Red Stripes of Liberty’s Flag-dress 
were very weakly engraved (see left 
coin, Fig. 3) and these wore quickly so 
that cannot be used as an indicator of 
grade. The later coins (1921-1947) fea- 
tured better engraved lines that wore 
better (right coin, Fig. 3). Close exam- 
ination reveals that many subtle details 
were altered in the small folds of the 
dress.

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THE FLYING EAGLE CENTS 


By Edward Schuman

Today, the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent is 
fast approaching the magical 3000- 
dollar mark when found in choice proof 
condition. It is without any doubt, the 
highest priced United States small cent, 
coveted by all coin collectors, gazed 
upon with awe when displayed, and 
breaking new auction records each time 
a specimen is put on the market. It is 
the purpose of this article to tell some 
of the history of this 72-grain-weight 
coin, composed of 88% copper and 12% 
nickel, called the King of the small cents. 


1856 — Flying Eagle Cent 
(enlarged photo) 


The first coinage act of 1792 fixed 
the weights and gave the names of the 
denominations of our first coinage. The 
cent was originally authorized to weigh 
264 grains of copper. However, even be- 
fore the first cent was coined, this 
weight was reduced to 208 grains. It 
must be remembered that in these times 
a nation’s coinage was not a token coin- 
age as we have today, but a coinage 
based upon bullion value. A cent was to 
contain nearly one cent’s worth of cop- 
per, just like a gold half eagle was to 
contain five dollars worth of this 
precious metal. One of the reasons that 
our early gold coins have no fixed mark 
of value stamped upon them is that 
these coins circulated as bullion instead 
of eagles, half or quarter eagles. 

The large cents were never popular 
except for the early coin collectors. 
Being large, heavy and cumbersome, 


nickel and zinc be used to strike a 
smaller cent. The larger intrinsic value 
of nickel (then worth approximately 
$2.00 a pound) would permit a smaller 
cent, and since nickel had to be used in 
this alloy, the coinage would be free 
from counterfeiting. These first small 
pattern cents were struck in 1853, using 
for the obverse the adapted die of the 
1853 quarter eagle, with a reverse die 
consisting of the words One Cent in an 
olive wreath. Four different alloys were 
used, varying the percentage of the dif- 
ferent metals. These are experimental 
pieces, listed in Judd Pattern book as 
J149-152. In 1854, the process of in- 
troducing a new coin came into full 
steam with no less than 18 different 
pattern cents being coined. Another 
experimental cent was coined in Ger- 
man silver, this time using the Liberty 
Seated Gobrecht design for the obverse. 
There were also the series of cents 
coined the size of half cents using de- 
vices similar to the regular large cent 
they circulated very little except in the 
larger cities and heavier populated areas. 
The planchets for these were often im- 
ported from England and were subject 
to delays caused by ordering, shipping 
and delivery. By 1853, the cost of 
manufacturing and distributing the large 
cents had advanced so steeply that the 
mint was barely able to pay expenses on 
this denomination. The demand for a 
smaller cent continued to increase be- 
cause of the above. 

James C. Booth, the chief refiner and 
melter at the mint, suggested to Direc- 
tor of the Mint James R. Snowden, that 
German silver, a mixture of copper,

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in use. But most important was the 
introduction of Gobrecht’s Flying Eagle 
design on the half cent size copper plan- 
chets. This design was copied from the 
famous Pattern dollars of 1836-39. The 
design by Gobrecht was copied from a 
Flying Eagle by Titian Peale. The 
reverse dies being similar to the regular 
cent dies then being used. In the search 
for an acceptable substitute for the cent, 
further experiments were conducted 
using different alloys of copper and 
nickel. One alloy of 60% copper and 
40% nickel produced coins the color of 
steel. Other mixtures of 80% copper and 
20% nickel produced coins with the 
same characteristics as the standard 
alloy, later used for the regular issue of 
three and five-cent pieces. 


Experimental Flying Eagle Cent. 


On April 3rd, 1854, Mr. Snowden 
proposed to the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury that the copper coins be reduced in 
weight. It was not the intrinsic value of 
the coins that caused them to circulate, 
but rather the government’s stamp of 
value. Further experiments were con- 
ducted using French bronze, tin and 
zinc. In order to prevent the bronze 
pieces from tarnishing, large amounts of 
tin were added to the alloy. This pro- 
duced a golden colored coin called 
Oride. In 1856, a modified Flying Eagle 
cent was struck on a small copper-nickel 
planchet. The reverse die is One Cent in 
a wreath of corn, wheat, tobacco, and 
cotton. According to a letter in the 
Archives, two coins were sent to the 
Secretary of the Treasury James Guthrie, 
four to President Pierce, and 200 to

Representative S. D. Campbell of the 
coinage committee. Mr. Snowdon sent 
an additional 100 pieces to Mr. Guthrie 
early in 1857. It is presumed that every 
member of the Treasury Department, 
every Congressman, and every Senator 
received specimens of these new cents. 

The act of February 21, 1857, pro- 
vided for the coinage of the small cent, 
and made uncurrent the coins of other 
countries that had been freely circulat- 
ing in our land. The many Mexican and 
Spanish coins were redeemed and 
melted at the mint in exchange for the 
new white cents. The new convenient 
small cent won popular favor, and soon 
became a useful instrument of retail 
trade. 

However, the mint was having its 
problems with these new white cents. 
The alloy being extremely hard, much 
trouble was encountered in striking up 
fully the design of the cent. Due to the 
hardness of the alloy, the stamping dies 
were quickly worn out, or became 
cracked. In 1858, the mint continued 
experimenting with new designs and 
new alloys. A smaller Flying Eagle pat- 
tern was struck. Different reverse dies 
were prepared. A set of twelve patterns 
were sold by the mint, consisting of 
three obverses — the regular Flying 
Eagle cent with small letters, the Small 
Flying Eagle, and the Indian Head. 
These were combined with four reverses 
of the corn, wheat, tobacco and cotton 
wreath, the laurel wreath, the oak 
wreath, and the oak wreath with a 
broad ornamental shield. The Indian 
Head design as coined in 1858 was 
adopted in 1859 and continued in use 
for the next fifty years. Nickel was 
added to the alloy until 1864, to keep 
the intrinsic value of the coin. During 
the Civil War, the tremendous amount

of tokens and patriotic coins that cir- 
culated as one cent proved beyond a 
doubt that a cent did not have to have a 
metallic value of one cent to freely cir- 
culate. It was then, finally, that the hard 
nickel was omitted from the cent, and 
the familiar bronze metal we all know 
was used. But back to the Flying Eagles. 

The first issues in 1856 were not an 
authorized coinage, as the law making 
them legal was enacted after the date of 
issue. It is said that 1000 was the appro- 
ximate issue at this time. If this is so, 
then the 1856 coin is a pattern coin, 
and being struck in this amount, is pro- 
bably the most common date pattern 
known. It is also said that these first 
issues were proof coins, struck as pre- 
sentation coins to be handed out by the 
influential members of government to 
bankers, and others in the executive 
capacities. 

In the 1860’s, when prevalent re- 
striking of most pattern coins occurred, 
the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent was restruck 
in unknown quantities. These are pre- 
sumed to be the uncirculated specimens. 
Times being as they were, many, many 
of these coins were spent, and today 
they are known in all conditions. Fifty 
years ago, in an auction catalog by Ben 
Green of Chicago, two pages of 1856 
cents were listed, in all conditions. 
Proofs brought from $7.00 to $12.00. 
Uncirculated from $4.00 to $7.00.... 
As recently as 20 years ago [article pub- 
lished in 1965], proofs were obtainable 
for $50.00 to $75.00. In fact, some 
collectors tried to corner the market in 
these cents. Locked in a Pittsburgh bank 
are 531 of these cents, the hoard of the 
late John A. Beck of this city — locked 
up in the estate and probably never to

come upon the numismatic markets. 

While many of the old-time dealers 
will recall stories about these cents, the 
fact remains that it is the most wanted 
coin in the series. ‘I can remember 
when I had a dozen of them,” or “I 
could hardly give them away,” are old 
tales. The fact that they did sell them, 
brought them back at advanced prices, 
resold them again, and repeated this 
procedure countless times, is a testi- 
monial to the popularity for this coin. 
But why this popularity for a common 
pattern coin by pattern standards? Be- 
cause this coin is the exact design and 
metal of the 1857 coin, it is regarded as 
a transitional piece. The fact that many 
were circulated lends belief to the fact 
that they might be legal. But the great- 
est factor in promoting this coin was the 
penny board holders themselves. For 
the first hole in the board often had a 
cardboard plug, marked 1856-RARE, 
and the old adage that what is rare is 
wanted holds exceptional truth in the 
1856 cent. For how rare can it be when 
one.collector accumulated 531 of them? 
When every auction of merit contains 
one or more of these coins, even today? 
The science of numismatics is indeed 
mixed up when it comes to placing a 
value on a coin. But in this crazy world 
of numismatics as we know it today, 
who is to say it is not rare? Just look at 
the prices some modern issues coined in 
the millions are bringing.

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DATING OF UNITED STATES COINS 
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Traditionally, all United States coins have been dated the year of their 
coinage. This policy was interrupted, however, because of the coin 
shortage, and the speculation in rolls and bags of coins which took place 
in 1964. Asaresult, Congress passed legislation so that after the 
calendar year 1964 coinage was produced, we could still use the 1964 
date.

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Starting in 1965, therefore, all denominations of United States coinage 
continued to be struck with the 1964 date. 


When the Coinage Act of 1965 was passed, it became mandatory that we 
continue to use the 1964 date on all 90 percent silver coin (halves, quarters, 
and dimes). Therefore, all the 90 percent silver coin which we manu- 
factured in 1964, 1965, and 1966, bears the 1964 date.

The last of the 90 percent silver quarters were struck in January 1966, 
the last of these dimes in February 1966, and the last of these halves 
in April 1966. 
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The Coinage Act of 1965 also made it mandatory that the clad coins be 
dated not earlier than 1965. Therefore, all the clad coins actually made 
in 1965 bear the 1965 date. All the clad coins made through July 31, 1966, 
bear the 1965 date.

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The first clad dime was struck in December 1965, the first clad quarter 
in August 1965, and the first clad half dollar in December 1965. 


In December, 1965, the decision was made to change the 1964 date on the 
nickels and the cents to 1965, as one step in catching up on our normal

o coin dating. From December, 1965, through July 31, 1966, all pennies 
and nickels struck bear the 1965 date. 
Starting on August 1, 1966, and through December 31, 1966, all denomi- 
nations of United States coins minted during that period carried the 1966

date. Commencing January 1, 1967, the Mints resumed normal dating 
procedures and all United States coins will henceforth bear the date of the 


year in which they are actually struck. i
